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“FAMILY FUN IN '71” IS FAIR THEME; | 


JAYCEES WILL SELL EXHIBIT SPACE 


PORTERVILLE — ‘“‘Family Fun In ’71” was selected as theme for the 24th annual Porterville Fair at a 
meeting of fair board members held Monday night in the Southern California Gas company office. Dates of 


the 1971 fair are May 20-21-22. 


Directors also repewed their contract with the Porterville Jaycees for sale of exhibit space and program 
advertising, with Fred Church, Jaycee president, stating that members of the sale committee will be “on the 


street” in the near future. 


Church said that last year’s exhibitors will be contacted and asked if they again want space. After a 
period of time - probably about two weeks - the space will be put up for general sale if no contract is signed 


by the previous exhibitor. 


A review of the fair’s insurance policies was presented by Gilbert Velie, who was asked to present details 
of specific changes that he recommended. 
Directors asked for a study of exhibitor contracts by the fair board’s legal counsel, Guy Knupp, Jr., to 
determine whether contract statements clearly explain the exhibitor’s and the fair’s liability. Knupp was 
also asked to check legality of collection of sales tax from concession sales each day of the fair, then turn in 
to the state board of equalization in a lump sum after close of the fair. 
A report from newly-appointed livestock superintendent Guido Lombardi carried a number of 
recommendations from the livestock committee, all of which were approved by fair board members: Any 
entry fee of $1.00 per head for beef and dairy animals, 50 cents per head for sheep and hogs, and 25 cents 
for chickens and rabbits will be charged for the 1971 fair; 
Clean-stall award, first and second place, will be made each day rather than at the end of the fair, with 
first prize a pair of Levis, second prize a $5.00 merchandise certificate; 
Reorganized dairy division will have Ray Kennedy as chairman, with Mike Boles and John Della as 


assistants; 


Russell Reece was named as fair board representative in obtaining transportation for livestock to 

slaughter houses following the fair’s market livestock auction; 

- And sending of a letter to Future Farmer chapters at Porterville, Monache, Strathmore and Lindsay high 
schools requesting that each construct a straw cart for use during the fair was approved. 

Request that the wash rack near the dairy barn be extended 24 feet was taken under consideration; a 
Fairbanks standard platform scale, donated by Hack Campbell, was accepted with thanks; Joe Faure 
reported that several improvement projects on the fair grounds “are in the mill;” Bob Dusek reported that 
copy deadline for the fair’s premium book is March 1, with the book to be “in the mail” by early April; 
Chairman Babe Hodgson reported on a revised police patrol schedule for the 1971 fair; and the executive 
committee of the fair board was named as a nominating committee to present at least two names for 
consideration as possible new directors. 

Budget for the 1971 fair will be the principal item of business at next meeting of the board, March 1.

NEW LIVESTOCK TAX DEADLINE FEB. 15;

PENALTIES ADDED IF PAYMENT IS LATE 


VISALIA — Jack L. Depew, 
Tulare County Tax collector, has 
reminded all livestock owners of 
new taxation of livestock which 
is now due for the period 
beginning July 1, 1970, and 
ending December 31, 1970, and 
becomes delinquent if not paid 
on or before February 15, 1971. 

The new law applies to 
individuals who own livestock 
regardless of the number held as 
well as to the commercial 
livestock operators. 

According to Depew, the 
code defines livestock covered 
under this new law as follows: 
“Livestock means all live female 
bovine (cattle) or ovine (sheep) 
animals held primarily for 

_ breeding purposes and all live 


animals held primarily for the 
production of meat for human 
consumption or for fiber. 

“Livestock specifically does 
not include swine, animals held 
primarily for the production of 
milk for human consumption, 
nor male animals held primarily 
for breeding purposes.” 

The tax imposed is at the rate 
of five mils ($0.005) per 
head-day on all livestock subject 
to taxation, except sheep, and at 
the rate of 0.55 of one mil 
(0.00055) per head-day on all 
sheep subject to taxation. 

Shortly after July 1, 1970. 
the County assessor mailed to all 
livestock owners of record, the 
form necessary to file in 


complete information on it to 
assist the livestock owner in 
preparing same. The County 
assessor has additional copies of 
the form if needed. 

Depew also calls attention to 
the penalties which will be 
added to the tax if the report is 
not filed, together with the 
payment by the delinquency 
date February 15. 

A penalty of 6% shall be 
added on the day it becomes 
delinquent and an additional 1% 
per month shall be attached on 
the first day of each calendar 
month thereafter. In addition to 
the above penalties the law also 
provides an additional 10% 
penalty for failure to file the

SACRAMENTO — More than 
seven million acres of 
California's agricultural land will 
be in land preserves under the 
Land Conservation act by 
mid-1971, Dr. William W. Wood, 
Jr., economist with the 
Agricultural Extension service at 
the University of California, 
Riverside, told members of the 
State Board of Agriculture at a 
recent meeting in Sacramento. 

The Land Conservation act of 
1965 (also known as the 
Williamson Act) is now being 
used to preserve agricultural land 
in 38 counties. Four or five 
additional counties are now 
considering participation in the 
program, which is voluntary. 

“‘While the act has been 
successful in preserving a 
productive land resource base 
for food and fiber production, it 
obviously has not been a 
complete success,” Wood said. 

“It probably cannot be 
completely successful until an 
. alternative source of funds to 
the property tax is found to pay 
a portion of the cost of local 
government services, particularly 
education, and until more 
specific guidelines for 
procedures, contract terms and 
capitalization methods are 
equalized among all counties.” 

The extension economist said 
that from -the agricultural 
standpoint, the Land 
Conservation act at present 
offers the only alternative to 
farmers who are faced with value 
appraisals of their land not 
bearing on its potential for 
agricultural use. 

“It is ironic,” Wood said, 
“that under the method by 
which we appraise a farm’s 
value, the farmer must sign away 
many options under this Act in 
- order to obtain essentially the 
game tax advantages that his 

- neighboring urban businessman 
already enjoys.” 

Paul Ames, board of 
agriculture member from Indio, 
commented that the time may 
soon come when all farm land in 
California may be placed in 
agricultural preserves. 

Dr. Wood said that one of the 
difficulties with the Land 
Conservation act is that its use is 
directed more toward range land 
than to prime crop land. He said 
that as of last year only about 
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one-fourth of the 6% million

acres of agricultural land under 
the act was prime crop land, the 
remainder being range lands and 
recreational areas. 

There is considerable 
variation among counties in 
implementing the Land 
Conservation act, Wood said. He 
reported that two counties, 
Monterey and San Luis Obispo, 
require a minimum 20-year 


contract, which subsequently ~ 
reverts to a renewable 10-year- 


contract. He said very few 
counties coordinate agricultural 
preserves with master land use 
plans. “More often, individual 
preserves have been established 
for each applicant in a 
checkerboard pattern.” 

Putting the Land 
Conservation act into effect ov. 
the local level necessitates a tax 
shift, Wood pointed out, noting 
that the reduction in tax revenue 
from agricultural preserve land is 
particularly hard on school 
districts. He said, however, that 
the problem of school financing 
is far broader than this tax loss. 

Board member. Ames 
suggested that one answer to 
school financing might be 
keeping schools in session for a 
12-month period. 

“*Every landowner in 
California is a speculator,” Dr. 
Wood said, “whether he knows 
it or not. The very nature of 
land ownership is such that the 
owner. cannot resist taking 
advantage of an increase in 
value.” 

He said the basic problem in 
trying to arrive at a fair land 
conservation program is due to 
the conflict between what is in 
the short range interest of a 
community, and what is better 
over the long haul.

Benefits Are 
Available For 
The Unemployed 


PORTERVILLE —- 
Unemployed California workers 
who were qualified for extra 
benefit _ payments: under the 
Federal-State Extended 
Unemployment Compensation 
program may, if eligible, receive 
benefits under a State program 
according to David Thurman, 
manager of the Porterville 
Unemployment Insurance Office 
of the State Department of 
Human Resources Development. 
Thurman said the state program, 
under which unemployed 
workers may be eligible to file 
claims, is known as the 
California Extended Duration 
Program. 

‘“‘Persons who weren't 
qualified for an extended claim 
under the federal-state program 
because their most recent regular 
claim benefit year ended before 
December 20, 1970,” Thurman 
said, “may be eligible under the 
state program that went into 
effect January 24.” 

Thurman stated that in 
addition workers who qualify 
under the state program would 
be able to receive one half the 
amount payable on their last 
regular claim filed against 
California.

No Immediate Changes In Postoffice

Locally As Service Concept Changes 


PORTERVILLE — Changing 
of the postal department from a 
governmentally-controlled 
operation to a semi-independent 
organization has, as yet, had no 
outward effects on Porterville’s 
Postal Service, according to Jack 
Baker, postmaster for 
Porterville. 

The U.S. Postal Service, 
recently changed from the U.S. 
Post Office Department by 
congressional action, is now 
operated by an 11-man board 
consisting of 9 men nominated 
by President Nixon, a 
Postmaster General selected by 
the 10 man board. 

“These higher level changes 
have had no effect on. our 
operation in Porterville so far,” 
said Baker. “Any changes I 
might anticipate would be 
purely speculation.” 

Baker explained that under 
the new system, when 
postmasters are selected, the 
appointments will not require 
Senate approval and that there 
would be no political 
qualifications involved. Baker

He said that 
physical changes in the building 
could then -be completed more 
easily.
